So that you may be aware of 
this , I refer you to an extensive file of correspondence with 
me that you should have relating to your radio and your TV talk 
shows going back to November 1966 where Westlnghouse has, In 
every case, presented official sycophancy and, in every case, 
has refused me any opportunity to respond. 

I do not believe you can honorably or Justly pass the burden on 
to the stations to which you feed this propaganda.
